Disc jockey Jimmy Lyons has fi- 
nally released the tickets for his 
“Jazz at Sunset” concert package in 
Carmel.

Although I am quite happy with 
this package, I do believe Lyons, 
probably through no fault of his 
own, has restricted his choices to 
musicians of the West Coast. Ex- 
cept for the MJQ, the remainder 
are primarily West Coasters, thus 
providing a program which is con- 
centrating on a faction which is im- 
portant but nevertheless a single 
part of jazz. 

It is apparent to anyone in this 
area who follows jazz that Lennie 
Tristano, Bud Powell or the Jazz 
Messengers seldom if ever appear 
in or around Northern California, 
but there are many who seem to 
be neglected in the concert ap- 
pearances. Such people as Miles 
Davis, Charley Mingus or Don El- 
liott could be playing more con- 
cert dates in California. Except 
for the. recent Birdland All-Star 
concert in the bay area late in 
April, most of the others feature 
residents of the West Coast. I am 
not anti-West Coast but I do be- 
lieve we in Northern California 
are not receiving the opportunity 
to hear in concert a wide enough 
cross section of jazz. 

I am speaking, naturally, as an 
outsider looking in and obviously 
enough quite unaware of the ac- 
tual reason; so until the evening I 
see Miles, Mingus or Don Elliott 
at a concert I will be quite con- 
tent to again see Dave Brubeck or 
Cal Tjader at Sunset auditorium in 
Carmel.
